ART FROM THE HEART 
I recently had the privilege of in­ 
terviewing a talented Chinese artist 
who is giving of her life and art 
to the cause of China relief. Her 
nam e is Miss Chang Kwan-Ye and 
she is the pupil of the famous and 
beloved Chinese artist Mr. Ko Kei- 
Fung, who was so impressed with 
her talent and character th at he 
adopted her. Her benefactor died 
in 1933. 
Miss Chang is a diminutive hum an 
being, with a rare personality. She 
is hardly five feet high with m as­ 
sive black hair and sparkling eyes. 
W hen she paints she holds two 
brushes in her h a n d -e a c h with dif­ 
ferent colors tipped to them and 
paints so expertly with them, chang­ 
ing from one color to another th a t 
you wonder how she does it. Her 
hands are small and appear to talk 
even before they direct her subtle 
strokes across the paper on which 
she draw's. 
Miss C hang’s art comes from her 
h eart and her love and adm ira­ 
tion for her m aster teacher and god­ 
father 
are 
characteristic 
of 
her 
character, for she is devoting her 
a rt to the cause of China, selling 
her 
paintings 
and 
reproductions 
th a t her people may benefit. While 
I talked with her she painted rapid­ 
ly on a sheet of white silk a senti­ 
m ent for me, signing it in Chinese 
which read: “Long life and happi­ 
ness.” Then she sketched quickly a 
lovely flower—as though it grew be­ 
fore her in all its delicate and deft 
beauty. 
This little artist has been honored 
with medals and awards in many 
places, notably in Belgium, at an ex­ 
hibition at Brussels in 1930. Un­ 
selfishly. however, she thinks only 
of her people, and what she earns 
from her art she gives to the United 
Chinese Relief. She paints flowers, 
birds, insects and fish with great 
skill. She is always studying and 
seeking higher standards of true 
aH. She Is a native of Canton and 
comes from a cultured family. 
Tile story of her godfather and 
m aster-instructor bs interesting. Be­ 
fore he died he gave all his paint­ 
ings away and insisted th at all debts 
to him should be cancelled. At his 
death the Nationalist Chinese Gov­ 
ernm ent accorded unusual honors 
in his memory’. 
Miss Chang says th a t China will 
live forever. And so it will. Its spirit 
can never be conquered! The world 
is its debtor.
